OUR SPANISH VISITORS 


Expected to Arrive Here Tbi« After- 


uoou—Everything m K««dln«M 
All ia bustle and excitement at the 


navy yard and nothing boa taken place 
within the past twenty years to fur- 
nish life across the river eqnal to the 
orders to prepare to Louse and feed 
1700 Spanish prisoners. Admiral Car- 
penter and his assistants have demon- 
strated that the Portsmouth navy yard 
can do anything that the department 
wants when they are given orders. 
When the order came that everything 
was wanted in four days no one said it 
could not be done. It was the order 
and all hands started in with a rush, 
and after only two days' work the ar- 
rangements have been so far completed 
that the prisoners could now be given 
fair accommodations. 


A large freight steamer is expected to 


reach the yard today from New fork. 


It now appears to be settled that Ad- 


miral Cervera will be conveyed to An- 
napolis after his men are landed here. 


The St. Louis, Harvard and Resolute 


will anchor off Clark's island and the 
'Dons" will be put ashore by the 
steamers 
Piscataqua, 
Howell 
and 


Mathes. The men will be landed at the 
Greeley cottage 
floating 
stage 
and 


marched into the stockade. 


THE SANITARY ABItANOEMENTS. 


Every precaution is being taken to 


prevent disease and the first thing the 


Dous" will have to do is to dig a 


trench about the grounds. Perfect sew- 
erage will be maintained and it is for- 
tunate for all that Surgeon General Van 
Key pen is at the head of the medical 
department of the navy, as he is the 
world's greatest yellow fever specialist, 
and baa ordered every precaution taken.

THE STOCKADE. 


Friday it was decided to build the 


stockade on two sides of the lot allotted 
to the prisoners. The fence will be 
1200 feet long, and will extend from 
the water's edge on the side of the 
camp nearest to the navy yard to the 
Piscataqua river. The other two sides 
of the camp, facing Clark's island and 
the Piscataqu* river, will be left, open, 
bat will be patrolled by the marines 
day and night. 


The fence will be 20 feet away from 


the barracks and will be eight feet in 
height. Outside of the 
fence some 


seven feet away will be placed a barbed 
wire fence, the same height of the stock- 
ade. 


The cook building will contain 21 


ranges. At the upper end of tbe en- 
closure, on a alight eminence, will be 
located the hospital. The size of this 
building is not yet known, but Admiral 
Carpenter, the commandant of the navy 
yard, received word this afternoon that 
a member of the medical corps had left 
Washington to attend to its construc- 
tion. 


The prisoners will be accompanied 


by a number of Spanish surgeons. 


Just outside of tbe stockade; on an 


eminence that will overlook the whole 
camp, will be built a building for the 
officer of the day, and 
accommodations 


for 100 marines. The remainder of tbe 
marine guard, which will comprise 250 
men, will occupy quarters at the ma- 
rine barracks on the navy yard. 


ANOTHEB SANTIAGO. 


The Manchester Mirror says: 
There are few places on the coast of 


the United States which more closely 
resemble in a general way the topo- 
graphical outlines of Santiago bay than 
do those of Portsmouth harbor, the im- 
mediate destination of Admiral Cervera, 
bis officers and 1200 or-more ragged 
Spanish sailors. There is the same nar- 
row channel and deep water. The high 
mountains of Southern Cuba are lack- 
ing, bat the hills about Portsmouth are 
higher than any elevations on the im- 
mediate shores of the ocean between 
thn Piscataqna river and the straights 
of Florida 
The galloping tidal can-en t 


and amount of bi diurnal riae and fall of 
the water will doubtless astonish even 
the solid Spanish sailor man. 


The climate will be a mighty change 


from what the Spaniards have been en- 
during in "Hobson's bottle." They 
will see no tropical vegetation on the 
New Hampshire and Maine shores. But 
the general aspect of the landscape 
may not strike the unwilling visitors as 
wholly unlike what they have been ac- 
customed to in old Spain especially if 
they came from the northern coast pro- 
vinces of the peninsular. 


The latitude of Portsmouth is that of 


Spain somewhere between the northern 
limit of Portugal and the bay of Biscay, 
and on this side as on that there are 
groves of stunted cedars fed by the 
spray of the Atlantic and the closely 
cropped pasture lauds. 


Seavey's island on which the stockade 


to confine the Spanish sailors is being 
prepared is the third largest island ia 
Portsmouth harbor, ranking after New- 
castle and Gerrish's. 


tiUICK WORK 


The Sugden Brothers, who have the 


contract for erecting the buildings on 
Seavey's island for the use of the Span- 
ish prisoners that are expected to arrive 
right away, have accomplished wonders 
in the past two days. 


A Herald reporter visted the future 


home of the captured "Dons" on Fri- 
day afternoon and was much surprised 
at the great amount of work already 
lone. 


In two days the Messrs. Sngden, with 


a gang of fifty carpenters, have got un- 
der way the construction of six large 
buildings, 18x100 feet. Three of the 
structures are nearly completed, except 
the tarred roofipg. Three others have 
the frame all laid out and the floors all 
in and by tonight will be boarded up. 


Twenty-five more^men will be set to 


work this morning, making a total of 
seventy-five.

man, Contractor Sugden stated that by 
Tuesday everything would be 
com- 


pleted and the work done. He eaid in
